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BY-LAWS.  ARTICLE  XYI. 


There  shall  be  awarded  three  grades  of  certificates  from  one  .set  ol 
questions. 

The  questions  to  be  such  as  may  be  answered  from  the  Text-Books 
used  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  averages  for  granting  certificates  shall  be  fixed  as  follows,  viz  : 
Fora  Frst  class  certificate  not  less  than . 75 

“  Second  class  “  “ . 65 

“  Third  “  “  60 

They  shall  award  certificates  of  the  first,  second  and  third  classes,  to 
such  persons  as  upon  examination  are  found  qualified  to  receive  the 
same. 

The  Committee  shall  not  grant  a  certificate  of  qualification  to  any 
person  under  seventeen  years  of  age. 

The  holder  of  a  First  class  certificate  shall  be  eligible  to  any  position 
in  a  Grammar  School  or  a  school  of  lower  grade- 

The  holder  of  a  Second  class  certificate  shall  be  eligible  to  any  posi¬ 
tion  in  a  Secondary  School  or  a  school  of  lower  grade,  and,  if  21  years  of 
age,  to  that  of  a  Principal  of  a  Consolidated  School.  Provided,  That 
graduates  of  the  Central  High  School,  not  less  than  18  years  of  age, 
may  be  elected  Principals  of  Consolidated  Schools. 

The  holder  of  a  Third  class  certificate  shall  be  eligible  to  any  position 
in  a  Primary  School,  or  as  an  Assistant  of  a  Consolidated  School. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  Principal  of  a  Grammar 
School,  unless  said  person  shall  have  taught  at  least  three  years. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  Principal  of  a  Secondary 
Scho  1,  unless  said  person  shall  have  taught  at  least  two  years. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  Principal  of  a  Primary 
School,  unless  said  person  shall  have  taught  at  least  one  year.

Gentlemen: — The  tabular  statement  of  the  average  attained 
by  the  168  applicants  for  certificates  at  the  examination  held 
May  13th  and  14th,  is  respectfully  submitted.  There  were  174 
applicants  on  Thursday,  13th,  but  six  of  them  withdrew  their 
names  before  the  examination  closed.  Nineteen  have  the 
required  average,  75,  for  a  first  class  certificate  ;  thirty-six  an 
average  of  65,  for  a  second  class,  and  30  an  average  of  60,  for 
a  third  class.  Total  granted  certificates  85,  or  over  50  per 
cent,  of  the  applicants.

REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Controllers, 

First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : — The  semi-annual  examination  of  Candidates 
for  Certificates  of  qualification  for  Teachers  in  the  Public 
Schools,  was  held  at  the  Zane  Street  School,  May  13th  and 
14th.  There  were  174  applicants,  six  withdrew  before  the 
examination  closed.  Under  the  new  rule  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Control  there  are  three  grades  of  certificates  awarded,  the 
lowest  requiring  an  average  of  60.  Nineteen  of  the  candidates 
have  the  required  average,  75,  a  first  class  certificate;  thirty- 
six  an  average  of  65,  a  second  class,  and  thirty  an  average  of 
60,  a  third  class.  Total  number  to  be  awarded  certificates,  85  ; 
of  that  number  72  are  from  the  Girls’  Normal  School.  Two 
males  receive  first  class  certificates  and  two  second  class. 

Twelve  of  the  fifteen  applicants  reported  having  attended 
Grammar  Schools  within  ten  days  prior  to  the  examination, 
failed.  Stronger  evidence  can  hardly  be  given  of  the  superior 
class  attending  this  examination,  than  the  fact  that  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  increased  average  required  for  a  certificate,  and  the 
additional  subjects  for  examination,  there  are  more  than  50  per 
cent,  successful,  which  has  not  been  equalled  since  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  the  law  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1865.  The  exami¬ 
nation  was  conducted  by  the  several  Professors  of  the  Central 
High  School. 
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Professor  Hopper  prepared  the  order  of  exercises,  and  the 
tabular  report,  a  work  of  great  care  and  considerable  labor.
